Take the bureaucrats in the Newark Housing Authority for example... 

After: a lj-year battle with Clinton Hillers on a "light industrial” project that 
was as phoney 1s a three-dollar bill from the start, they still make the same stupid 
moves. 

They must think think we are as stupid as they are! 

They refused to show us their housing surveys in 1961-62 until a court directive 
py Superior Court forced them to. 

The Court said, "When public funds are used for a public purpose, the public is 
entitled to know what's going on." We think these words will still apply. 

When Urs. Rose Heyman called the Housing Authority to get a look at the Planning 
and Survey Application for $450,000 in federal funds, she got the run-around, 

No one knew anything. "Wait till Mr, Danzig comes back," was all they would say. 

If he ever came back,,no one said. “e still haven't seen it... 


Or take this case - = in December and January, the Save Our Homes Committee had 
a "dialogue" with ir. Danzig on the light industrial project. 

(A "dialogue" as you know is a one-way conversation where someone tries to brain- 
wash you into accepting their viewpoint.) 

At these three "dialogues," Mr. Danzig made some statements which held promise of 
some working compromises tn hot issues - like he said, “We'll probably confine in- 
dustry to the blocks on either side of the RR tracks. 

Then = lo! and behold! — on Feb. 15 (at the very moment Mrs. Heyman was calling 
for information), the Authority unveiled a plan for the area north of Avon that 
would not only bring industry clear up to Bergen St. but also bulldoze about 85% 
of the 8,000 people living there and dozens of small businesses such as diners, gas 
stations, and stores. 

No new relocation housing would be. built on existing vacant lend. People would 
have to go elsewhere ~ as, usual - unless the people do something...

It was called on 2-3 hours notice. We can imagine who ordered it called. 
Just enough notice for the housing bureaucrats and the financiers who want to 
buy up the land cheap — ~ not working people or residents of the area. 
This is a disgraceful and contemptuous action. 
No project as controversial as this should be railroaded through like this. 
ie have appealed to the City Council to investigate this procedure. 
We have appealed to Housing Commissioner Weaver to order a public hearing. 
We hope someone will protect the people's rights... 


Or take schools. To make the’ city's tax rate politically 
palatable, the Mayor ordered the school budget cut #1 million. 
After protests, sgmè money was restored ~ a drop in the bucket. 
The restored money will add 2-cents to every dollar of assessed 
valuation, The rate will be still be dom 9-cents from last 
year's back-breaking $5.60 per hund red. 


While money is no cure-all, it can help if its spent wisely. We 
say - "Get rid of the payroll paddings, the political favorites, 
the public relations experts wha do nothing. Cut down on bond- 
issues for Broad Street business, ilosques, and parking lots. 
Put the money into schools, give the kids a break.”
